The Americanization of Russia is proceeding with increased 
vigor. With close to a thousand American experts in all lines of 
business and manufacturing, mining, drilling, railroading, etc., 
giving their best talents, Russia is now considering the report 
made by Ralph Budd, president of the Great Northern railway, 
who made a three months examination of their present railroad 
trackage and equipment. He will urge adoption of the American 
system in his report to the Soviet rail administration. 
The Soviet at present is operating under the European sys­ 
tem which uses smaller locomotives and cars than arc used in 
America. American soldiers in the World War had lull experience 
with this system in France and its limitations. 
The disquieting feature of Russian development is that all 
industry and agriculture is being put on a mass production gov­ 
ernment directed and managed program. Individual initiative is 
stilled. J he mass production may result in mass dumping of 
products in order to effect sales.

C o n s t r u c t i o n of a state psychopathic hospital for the diag­ 
nosis and treatm ent of mental diseases will be urged at the th ir­ 
ty-eighth annual convention of the Minnesota State Conference 
and Institute of Social Work at the U niversity of Minnesota Sep­ 
tem ber 8 to 13. 
Dr. Alvin T. M athers, director of the psychopathic hospital 
at Winnipeg, Manitoba, and Dr. A rth u r Hamilton, head of the 
division of mental diseases at the University, will be the princi­ 
pal speakers at an open forum of state institutions Septem ber 12. 
Discussionis at the forum will be led by State Representative 
Mabeth Hurd Paige, Dr. W. H. Patterson, superintendent of the 
state hospital at Fergus Falls, and Dr. George ll. Freem an, super­ 
intendent of the state hospital at St. Peter. 
This state psychopathic hospital should be established and 
given full support. At present insane persons are generally merely 
kept at institutions and changes, if any, in their condition come 
naturally. Diseases of the brain and their treatm ent have been 
given little consideration or else progress has been slow. A m an’s 
mentality affects his physical condition. 
A nything that will assist in the diagnosis and treatm ent of 
mental diseases will be a boon to state institutions now handling 
m ental cases, for with the promotion of treatm ent there must re­ 
sult some amelioration in the condition of patients, some improve­ 
m ent which may ultimately effect a cure.

T H E Americanization of Russia is proceeding with increased 
vitror. With close to a thousand American experts in all lines of 
business and m anufacturing, mining, drilling, railroading, etc., 
giving their best talents, Russia is now considering the report 
made by Ralph Budd, president of the (Irent N orthern railway, 
who made a three months examination of their present railroad 
trackage and equipment. He will urge adoption of the American 
system in his report to the Soviet rail adm inistration. 
The Soviet at present is operating under the European sys­ 
tem which uses smaller locomotives and cars than are used in 
America. American soldiers in the W orld W ar had full experience 
w ith this system in France and its limitations. 
The disquieting feature of Russian development is that all 
industry and agriculture is being put on a mass production gov­ 
ernm ent directed and managed program. Individual initiative is 
stilled. The mass production may result in mass dum ping of 
products in order to effect sales.
